.Instill  W'iiiS'ir  in  77/c  liiriil  (iniminits  (\>.  7)  iia- 
siires  lis  that  "when  tlie  niaui  tfrants  to  the  I'lyni- 
oiilh  and  l^ondon  conipaiiies  were  siipersetU'd  by  h'sH 
exU'iisive  allotiiieiits,  tliis  Kanie  sea-to-sea  extension 
was  constaiitly  reinforced  as  far  as  iteration  could 
dolt.  I'he  provincial  charter  of  .Massachusetts,  for 
instiiiice,  in  conliriniiitr  the  earlier  liounds,  carried 
her  llliiit.s  west  ti)ward  the  South  S(>a.  'I'liat  of  \'ir- 
ijiiiia  did  the  same,  liiit  with  so  clumsy  a  (lelinitioii 
tliat  the  claims  of  Massachusetts  aiul  Virginia  col- 
lided in  the  Ohio  N'alley  and  beyond. 

"The  Ooiiyress  of  Aliiany,  in  IV.Vt,  reanirnud  this 
westward  ext-^nsion,  hut  allowed  that  it  had  been 
niodilied  iiortli  of  tilt'  tSt.  Lawrence  only  hy  conces- 
sion to  t!:  iiada  under  the  treaty  of  Utrecht  in  I7i:i. 
A  similar  ^;round  was  aesiinKnl  hy  Shirley  at  I'aris 
in  IT.'i:!,  when  he  met  the  l''reiicli  Commissioners  in 
an  endeavor  to  reconcile  their  respective  claims." 

I'lie  i'lntflish  not  lontr  liefore  the  devolution  con- 
cedetl  the  territory  west  of  the  Mississippi  to  the 
!•' reach;  Imt  this  error  of  .iudymeut  and  surrender  of 
ri^dits  maintained  for  nearly  three  <'eutiiries  whs 
riv'hted  by  the  Louisiana  purchase  of  the  United 
.States.
